Within 5 
minutes of our call, E.M.T.’s 
Sandy Jensen and Kevin Win- 
terrose arrived with the am- 
bulance and Midway. Police 
Officer Ed Thacker and an officer 
from the Sheriff's Department 
arrived at the same time. The 
expertly cared for her at the 
scene of the atcident and 
carefully transported her to 
Wasatch Hospital. pr. McDonald 


was there within minutes as was 
X-ray technician Greg Fillmore. 
When the decision was made to 
transport Joyce to Utah Valley 
Hospital, Sandy Jensen and 
Claire Provost carefully stabiliz- 
ed her head and neck while 
Kevin Winterrose drove the 
ambulance down the canyon. 


The neurosurgeon told us that 
Joyce’s good prognosis was 
largely due to the efforts of these 
fine professionals, and that she 
can expect a complete recovery 
in time. For this we extend our 
heartfelt thanks to the E.M.T.’s, 
the Police and Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment, the Emergency Room staff 
at Wasatch Hospital and Dr. 
Stanton McDonald.
